The 
allies do not desire to withdraw their 
fore dp from Murmanck while their 
troops are ^ still on the Archangel 
front, as that would leave the latter 
exposed to an attack from the west. 
The British, however, are under­ 
stood to be mobilizing a large fleet of 
ice crushers and operations in the 
meantime, even local offensive move­ 
ments, will be designed solely to ex- 
pediate evacuation. 
Bef cire the Joint conference con­ 
venes at Prinkipos Island it is be­ 
lieved that an understanding may be 
reached by the soviet government and 
the associated powers regarding ces­ 
sation of hostilities since this would 
be acceptable under present condi­ 
tions to both sides.

Acting independently of Seattle, the general strike committee Sunday 
afternoon passed a resolution for all these crafts to return to work, declaring 
that the “general strike has fulfilled its mission in showing the solidarity of 
labor.” 
The failure of the attempted general strike left the shipyard strike as 
it was before th e 'general walkout was ordered by the Central Labor Council 
last Wednesday night. 
The strike committee will await joint action with 
the Seattle metal trades toward a possible settlement. 
Members of metal trades unions who are not shipyard workers and who 
are not employed in contract shops tied up with the shipyards are released 
from the strike order. Sheet metal workers are locked out.

Police clashed with striking textile workers here early today. A crowd, 
mostly foreigners, resisted when officers tried to disperse it. Police asserted 
the crowd was intimidiating workers on their way to their jobs at the Arling­ 
ton mill. 


Macy Board Will Be Dissolved April I; End Control

With a revolver, Jose Gonzales kill­ 
ed Luis Oroeco yesterday at Stanton. 
He saw Orosco standing at the P. 
E. station. From his buggy, he walk­ 
ed over to Orosco quietly, said a few 
words to him, drew a revolver, fired 
several shots, ran back to the buggy 
and drove away. 
Gonzales and Feliz 
Chavez, 
who 
held the horse while 
the 
shooting 
was on, are both in Jail. 
As to the 
cause, officers have a mere intimation 
only. 
It is alleged that Orosco’a at­ 
tentions to Gonzales’ wife had some­ 
thing to do with the shooting. Possi­ 
bly, too, Orosco’s activities in work­ 
ing with officers may have had some­ 
thing to do with it. 
Orosco lived at Garden Grove, and 
was a rather 
wellknown 
Mexican. 
Among the Mexicans he was unpopu­ 
lar. 
Like Jose Cruz, who was mur­ 
dered at Dyer two years ago, he was 
looked upon as an informer. 
In July, 1917, Pete Rivera and his 
nephew, Mike, attacked Orosco at the 
edge of a gum grove a quarter of a 
mile north of Garden Grove, and beat 
him up. 
In the fight, Orosco stabbed 
Pete Rivera. 
The Riveras had Oros­ 
co arrested, but when it was learned 
that Orcsco acted in self-defense the 
case was dismissed. 
Lately a number of threats to kill 
Orosco were made.

What was said in the brief conver­ 
sation between Gonzales and Orosco 
is not known. Bernardo Castillos and 
C. Dianda, Mexicans who live at Stan­ 
ton, were but a few feet away, but 
they had noticed 
nothing

and paid no attention to what was go­ 
ing on until the shooting started. 
They said Gonzales walked

Orosco, talked a few seconds, 
then 
drew a revolver and began shooting.

and inquired if there were any boys 
from Southern California there.

well acquainted when living here. He 
secured a leave of absence for them, 
took them to his home and entertain­ 
ed -them to the best of his ability. He 
was so glad to see them he wept tears 
of joy, as it was the first tim e he had 
heard from California since he left 
nearly five years ago. and asked many 
questions 
concerning 
his 
relatives 
and Orange county affairs. He was in 
good health and his. farm was so sit­ 
uated aa not to be overrun 
by the 
German arm y, and he was not mo­ 
lested in any way, but he was unable 
to get letters to or from his brother 
and sister here. 
The last they heard 
from him was in August, 1914, until 
since the arm istice they received a 
letter from a niece, giving

Santa Ana Physician Now In 
France May Be Sent Home 
In a Short Time 


Capt. John W ehrly, Santa Ana physi­ 
cian who is In France at Base Hos­ 
pital No. 108, a t a hospital center 
that is the largest 
in 
the 
world, 
where there were 24,000 patients in 
fourteen hospitals in November, may 
be returned home within a few weeks 
or months. In a letter to the Register 
he says th at from indications at the 
tim e he wrote, January 14, the hos­ 
pital center would be cleared of pa­ 
tients by April I. 
During the week 
before he w rote four officers from his 
unit had been, sent to some other part 
of France, and he did not know when 
he m ight be moved 
to 
some 
other 
place. 
Dr. W ehrly was the 
first 
charter 
member of Santa Ana Chapter of the 
American 
Red 
Cross and was the 
chapter’s secretary, m d naturally he 
has been much interested in seeing 
the work of the Red Cross. 
His let­ 
ter of January 18 follows: 
After leaving Santa Ana October I, 
along the Santa Fe to Fort Snelling, 
the Red Cross had fcom.en at the prin­ 
cipal stopping places and w herever 
there were soldier boys they gave 
them cigarettes, candies, 
and postal 
cards. In some places they had coffee 
and sandwiches. At K ansas City they 
have a check room and information 
bureau and are a great help to the 
boys. 
From Snelling our unit (Base Hos­ 
pital 108) had a train of six sleepers, 
baggage and express cars, where the 
meals were cooked for the men and 
officers. 
Before we left Fort 
Snelling 
the 
Minneapolis Red Cross Society 
gave 
each officer a sw eater, helmet, w rist­ 
lets, five pairs of socks, comfort and 
a comfort kit. 
On the way east the Red Cross was 
very generous with fruit and celery 
(M ichigan). The trip was very pleas­ 
ant all the way. 
On our arrival at 
Hoboken the Red Cross served hot 
coffee and sandwiches and gave postal 
cards to all of the men and officers, 
stating “Our ship has arrived safely 
overseas." 
These cards were taken 
care of by the Red Cross. 
1 
We left Hoboken on October 31st on 
the good ship George W ashington. 
It 
was a splendid ship. 
We had no ac­ 
cident of any kind excepting that one 
of our sergeants fell down the hold 
and fractured his skull, while there 
was a severe storm the sixth day out 
We had to practice abandon ship 
three times a day. We had to wear the 
life preserver all the time, day and 
night. 
All the port holes had to be 
closed by sun-down 
and 
very 
few 
lights on tho inside w ere allowed. 
The door turned out the light auto- 
’matically when it was opened. 
One night I was officer of the day 
and had to take care of the sick. One 
of the men took sick down in “E ” 
deck and I had to tak e him up to the 
hospital on “B” deck, in the dark. You 
can imagine yourself on a ship the 
size of the George W ashington (778 
feet long) and not acquainted with the 
stairways, but I finally brought him to 
the hospital. 
We arrived at Brest on November 
9, on a bright and beautiful morning. 
The bay at Brest is very beautiful and 
the climate reminded me a great deal 
of Southern California. We stayed at 
Brest for ten days. 
Then we took 
the train for this place, Mesras, about 
IOO miles south of Paris. We arriveu 
on the 20th of November. 
We have 
15 wards for IOO patients, each with a 
mess hall, detachment building, 
of­ 
ficers’ quarters, operating building, of­ 
ficers’ and nurses’ quarters, and kitch­ 
ens. Altogether'there are about forty 
buildings, covering about a thirty- 
acre tract. This hospital center is one 
of the largest hospital centers in the 
world. 
It has bad fourteen hospital 
units and on the 1st of November had 
over 24,000 patients. 
By the 29th of November our unit 
commenced to receive patients and 
in a few days we had over 1500 pa­ 
tients. At present we have about 900 
patients left. 
I think that within an­ 
other month All of the patients and 
men in the hospital center will be able 
to travel, provided they can get trans­ 
portation, which is very poor at the 
present time. 
The weather is not cold here at all. 
We have had very little froet but much 
rain. 
It rained nearly every day in 
December, so we had plenty of mud. 
I think that by April this place will 
be vacated entirely. Where we will go 
or be sent to, nobody can say. In the 
l&at week four of our officers were 
sent to different parts of France and 
we all wonder when it will be our 
turn next. 
The Red Cross is very much appre­ 
ciated over here, and it has done a 
world of good for the boys. The boys 
will all stand by the Red Cross. 
What the boys need over here, at 
present, more than anything else, is 
fruit and candies, especially chocolate, 
and popular entertainment to cheer 
them up as all of them are anxious to 
get back to “God’s country.” The men 
do .not need socks and sweaters so 
much as the fruit and 
the 
surgical 
dressings. 
We will not use hardly 
any more after the 1st of April.

Se-Fearti-Bernard last Friday morning 
and had the pleasure of travelling it> 
first-class French passenger cars, in­ 
stead of the usual and most accustom­ 
ed style of forty men in a small box 
car, which has been the means of trav­ 
elling since arriving on <fys side of the 
pond. 
Upon arrival at St. Malo that eve­ 
ning we were given private rooms in 
the first-class hotels in this group of 
four closely connected cities, namely, 
St. Malo, Dir.ard, Dinan and Paramiz. 
The latter city Is where I am staying 
in the Grand Hotel-De-Courtroio-ville, 
which is to be compared to any first- 
class hotel of its size in the United 
States. 
W e 
have 
at 
our 
disposal 
every modern convenience imaginable 
as far as hotels are concerned. 
It certainly seemed a great pleas­ 
ure and curiosity to again have the 
opportunity of sleeping in a real bed, 
with white sheets, pillows, bed-spreads 
and a REAL room, in fact, a “boudoir.” 
W e are practically our own boss 
while we are here; go to bed when we 
please and get up when we are good 
and ready. 
For instance, if we feel 
too lazy to get up for breakfast at 9 
a. rn., we have the privilege of having 
a swell madamoiselle bring the chow 
to our bed on a tray. “Oo-la-la,” can 
you feature that, com pared to regular 
arm y life? But nevertheless, it is the 
truth, and greatly appreciated by us 
soldiers after having gone through the 
“ruff stuff” of warfare. 
The meals are of excellent quality, 
as well as of sufficient quantity. They 
are served in courses, on real tables, 
with table-cloths, napkins and swell 
silverware, which also, a t first, seem­ 
ed a curiosity to soldiers who had al­ 
most forgotten that such “chow equip­ 
m ent’’ still existed. 
Well, leaving the hotel we step out 
and promenade along one of the most 
beauiful and scenic seacoasts I have 
ever seen. 
It is som ewhat of a rug­ 
ged nature, being dotted with numer­ 
ous small islands of every description. 
St. Malo is the leading seaport and 
the largest city in th is group, having 
a population of probably 35,000, two- 
thirds of which are women. "Oo-la-la.” 
St. Malo is completely surrounded 
by a large, strong 
wall, 
containing 
many forts and sim ilar means of pro­ 
tection against an invading enemy in 
ancient times, when these wonderful 
structures were built. 
The small is­ 
lands are also fortified, forming a 
natural defense for this section of the 
coast. It is one of the leading resorts 
of France, and offers many forms of 
sight-seeing, recreation and pleasure. 
And we are certainly making the best 
of this one opportunity of a lifetime, 
seeing and enjoying all we can at our
